FRENCH WILL ENFORCE 
SCHOOL “ATTENDANCE 


Paris, F eb. ‘on A bill dealin 
with the enforcement’ of attend- 
ance at elementary schools and 
with the defence: of -the ‘ ‘Kecle 
laique”’ has beep passed by the 
chamber of deputies and Ww ie Pass 
the senate. 

Among the questions which 
have been . most’kéenly debated 
was that of the punishment to be 
inflicted upon the head of a fam- 
ily who incited-his children not 
to submit to instructions*or to 
use the textbooks of the national 
schools, The bill substitutes a 
fine for imprisonment in such 
cases, and an amendment accept- 
ed by the government. enacts that 
these fines are not récoverable by 
writ of arrest in gages where the 
person who incurs the penalty 
pays less than $1.20 of rates and 
taxes and can produce a certifi- 
cate of destitution. Another vex- 
ed question was that of the au- 
thority which should select the 
school books. The selection will 
rest with a central body, the su- 
perior council of public instruc- 
tion. 

M. Viviani, minister of public 
ipstruction,. said that‘ the preseat 
law must be followed other 
important measures France 
Was not to lag behind the rest of 
Kurope in the matter of national 
education. There would have to 
be, above all, a measure dealing 
with continuation schools. It was 
a Giegrace that every year there 
should be 24,000 conscripts who 
were unable to read or write. It 
was, moreover, important that 
after leaving the elementary nat- 
ional schools children should not 
be exposed to other educational 
influences which tendéd to eradi- 
cate the republican principles 
which had been instilled into 
their minds.

Public.ownership very often is 
not on sound economic basis; for 
the tendency, to extravagance un; 

The’ tenden- 
cy is not only to build well, but 
to build better than is actually 
necessary. But a majority of the 
progressive people of Canada fay- 
or public ownership for the sim- 
ple reason that its advantages 
are greater than its drawbacks. 
But what shall be said of a 
government which, ostensibly 
favoring the principle of public 
ownership, wastes millions dnd 
also allows millions to be filched 
from its treasury under the guise 
of expenditure for a public-owned 
enterprise? Apart drom its dis- 


honesty and incompetence eéntire-' 


ly, it does more to encourage and 
support opposition of public own- 
ership than anything else could 
do. It gives one instance of the 
truth of the contention that 
waste and graft are inseparably 
connected with public ownership.
